SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Thursday, April 10, 2014, my partners (Officer Anderson #127 , Trujillo 
#139) and | (Officer Ramirez #139) were assigned to the bicycle patrol team as 
Boy-2 and working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the Hollywood 
Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 6801 
Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the above date, at approximately 1200 hours, we responded to 1810 North 
Cahuenga Boulevard (7-11) in reference to a radio call an M/B/A causing a 
disturbance at the location. As we arrived on scene, we saw a M/B/A possibly 
matching the description seated inside the Laundry Mat adjacent to the 7-11 
store. The M/B/A had his back to us and we could see him thru the clear glass 
window, furthermore, we saw a “Heineken” tall can next to him on the counter 
top. 


We contacted the R/P at 7-11 (Braulio) and he pointed out the same subject 
who was seated inside the laundry mat. He further mentioned that the subject 
was drinking a beer. The M/B/A (later identified as; Staten, Andre Jesse D.O.B. 
12/27/66), exited the laundry mat with the “Heineken” beer can in his right 
hand and continued walking south across the parking lot toward Yucca Street. 


B.I.D. Officers Coogle and Ayala (F-B-4) also responded to assist and parked 
their vehicle on Yucca Street just east of the 7-11 store parking lot. As Staten 
walked past Coogle and Ayala’s vehicle, they saw him take a drink from the 
“Heineken” beer can. Officer Coogle relayed their observation to us via his 
portable radio. Staten was contacted at 6373 Yucca Street and the “Heineken” 
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beer can was recovered. The “Heineken” Beer can was approximately ¥% full 
and slightly cold to the touch. Staten was subsequently placed under arrest for 
drinking in public. 


ARREST: 


| advised Staten that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, per 
837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest) see attached 
for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in Public). Staten was 
handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for safety and comfort) without incident. | 
escorted Staten to F-B-4’s B.I.D. vehicle and placed in the rear passenger seat 
and seat belted in. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


Staten was transported to LAPD Hollywood station by F-B-4. Desk Officer 
Coronado # 38985 verified Staten’s identification, via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law 
Enforcement Telecommunication). Staten was issued a “Release From Custody” 
citation # D43762 for the listed charge and was ordered to appear at the 
Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 
05/13/2014, at 0830 Hours with the approval of the Watch Commander 
Sergeant Videl. 


EVIDENCE: 

The beer contents in the 24 ounce can of “Heineken” was disposed at the scene 
in Staten’s presence by Officer Trujillo. Officer Anderson discarded the empty 
beer can in a trashcan. 


ADDITIONAL: 


It should be noted that when Staten spoke he had a strong odor on an unknown 
type of alcoholic beverage emitting from his breath/person. 


Staten has no prior arrest by BID Officers. 


Staten advised that he purchased the “Heineken” beer at the 7-11 
store.
